Ontario Minister of Health 
Issues Statement Prais- 
ing Discoverer 


(Special to The Bulletin) 

TORONTO, March 10.-—With the 
simple comment, “I think this 
should satisfy the dental profession 
of the province of Ontario,” the Hon. 
Dr. Forbes Godfrey, Provincial Min- 
ister of Health and Labor, today ts- 
sued a carefully prepared statement 
under the signature of Paul R. Still- 
man, D. D. 8. of New York City, 
and John Oppie McCall, D. D. &., of 
Buffalo, N. Y., which completety 
substantiates the importance of Dr. 
Harold Keith Box’s discovery relat- 
ing to the treatment of pyorrhea. 

Halling Dr. Box'’s discovery as 
“the greatest advance in dental 
science since the days of Miller,” 


the statement goes on to say that, 


the effects which the discovery will 
have in hetping dentists to control 
Pyorrhea “can scarcely be esti- 
mated.” 

Dr. Godfrey indicated to The Rul- 
letin that he considered this state- 
ment, coming as it did from two emi- 
nent authorities in the field of den- 
tal seience, an absolute refutation 
of the charges that have been mao 
by Dr. A. J. McDonagh in conneo- 
tion with Dr. Box’'s findings. He re- 
fused to comment further on tho 
matter. “d

made, charging him with exertin? 
pelitical influence in connection 
with the Royal College of Dental 
Surgeons, Dr. Godfrey was short anu 
to the point: 

“This is all I have to say,” he do.

I 
know nothing aobut the internal af- 
fairs of the college, and care less.

TRADE REVIVAL 
NEAR AT HAND 


Fred Beddard Cheer- 
fl Menage to Eas

“Probably you are not aware 
that Edmonton is on the verge of 
na big trade revival,’ declared Fred 
Beddard, former citizen of Bdmon- 
ton and Kiwaniah at yesterday's 
luncheon of the lub in the Mac- 
donald Hotel. Mr. Beddard, who 
now resides in Vancouver, was 
asked to give a message (to former 
fellows. “Vancouvet is giso on the 
verge of a trade revival, IT am not 
using the word boom,” he de- 
elared. Then he made brief refer- 


ence to the great opportunity for 
Alberta conl In Vancouver, where 
$19 per ton ts paid for nut coal 
and §12 for lump conl. 

“In my opinion tt was up to the’ 
operators to develop a market 
there,” he concluded. 

Think tn Wrong Terms 

“We are not thinking enough in 
terms of Canada, of Alberta and of 
Alberta coal,” declared Howard 
Stutchbury, Fuel Commissioner of 
Alberta, who made a short Speech 
on the outlook for Alberta coal In 
Ontario, Speaking of conditions tn 
Ontario, he said that they had 
there in recent seasons ipng 
queues of customers waiting to pay 
money for coal which was often 
not delivered for two or three 
months, “It was only natural that 
they concluded they had a fuel 
problem on thein hanas,.”” he con- 
tinued, “but it is really one of 
transportation largely.” 

Many folse impressions obtained 
in Ontario about Alberta coal and 
its poor burning qualities, he gald. 
In addition the Amertean opera 
tors had stirred up stories of the 
dangers of using it. 

Not Using Sentiment, 

“In trving to create a mrirket, “7 
didn't wave a flag. Many peopme 
believe,” Mr. Stutchbury continned 
“that Ontario people should luy 
Canadian goods. 1 didn't ‘thiak 
that was*an argument for Alberta 
coal There are arguments for it 
and when they are accepted, senti- 
ment may play a part in furthering 
the trade” 

He then referred to the money 
spent in Ontario annually for 
American coal, an amount in ex- 
cess of one hundred miliion. 

“That amount would provide 
6,666 Canadians with jobs worth 
$1,500 a year,” he said. 

There were three main reasons 
why Ontario should get a coal sup- 
ply from Alberta and why the 
Canadian National tiallways should 
carry it without profit, according | 
to the speaker. { 

Means Summer Work. | 

“Tirst, for years Ontario has 
bought her coal supply in the 
summer. Then Alberta coal mines 
are tusually closed down at that 
time, while overhead expenses run 
on. Finally the railway had in the 
summer many idle cars, equipment 
for hauling and crews to man coal 
trains.” 

“For these reasons,’ continued 
the speaker, “we thought it reas- 
onable to ask the C.N.R. for a 
lower rate on coal in summer.” 

“I have just returned from Seat- 
tle und those wonderful ports so 
close to the Orient. Down the 
Sound, they think in terms of 
United States and Washington state 
all the time,—they talk it, think it 
and eat it. We don't think enough 
of our country and our resources.” 

Mr. Stutchbury closed with an 
appeal to Kiwanians to approach 
the problem in the spirit of the 
club as only in such a way could 
the economic problems of the 
country be solved ?]

* Learning the Trade 

Many of the printers in Edmonton 
learned their trade—and learned it 
well—in the Old Country, serving 
their apprenticeship when this lat- 
ter was no bed of roses and whem the | 
youth on being ‘‘bound over’ to a 
master printer was from ‘that time 
forth “his man.” 

It is regrettable to be forced to 
#tate that one of the prime requisites 
of the new apprentice was his ability 
to “pay his footing’’ when he was in 
receipt of his first week's pay, the 
payment of his “footing” taking the 
form of nourishing liquids for the 
balance of the staff.
